mon 1 7.O. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.— Lord Salisbury, Count 


Von Hatzfoldt, German ambassador, and 
Lord Iddesloigh, foreign minister, hold a 
long conference Monday afternoon on thu 
subject of tho candfdatura of tho prince of 
Mingrolia for the Bulgarian throne. Shortly 
uftor tho conclusion of tho conference ft was 
commonly reported that England, Austria, 
and Germany would interpose objection to 
liis eloction. 


Iddoslolgh's solution of tha difficulty is the
